An Autumnal Journey. 

In The Christian Intelligencer, 
Mrs Margaret E. Saugster write* 
as follows of her reoent visit to 
Pocahontas County: ' 

Leaving our bustling city on an 
F. F. V.- train at five o’clock, one 
goes to sleep in peace and *s much. 
comfort as is possible on a car, and 
finds herself next morning amid 
new soenes, and in a tranquil pas¬ 
toral atmosphere, as opposite as 
may be imagined to that which en¬ 
virons a dweller in' this metropolis 
of fashion and commerce, New 
York. Stepping from the train to 
receive a cordial and warmly sin¬ 
cere greeting" from our waiting 
friend, we, who took a reoent trip to 
Arcady in October, were presently 
driving over a country road to an 
objective point nearly fifty miles 
distant. We were interested as 
we skirted the old town of Lewis- 
burg to catch a glimpse of its old 
stone ohnreh, erected in 1796, “at 
the expenat of a few of the first 
inhabitants of this land, to com¬ 
memorate their affection and es¬ 
teem for the holy 'Gospel of Jesus 
Christ.’’ Here, for sixty consecu¬ 
tive yean, the Rev. Dr. John Mc- 
Elhenny lived and labored, and it 
is fitting that the God’s Acre be¬ 
side its walls, should hold his dust. 
The granddaughter; whose pious 
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care has treasured in a graceful 
memorial volume the recollections 
of the faithful servant of God, give*, 
many pleasant pictures of the Lew¬ 
is burg pastorage; incidents are 
graphically described and the fa¬ 
miliar life of the manse depicted 
with a loving pen. She says: “The 
parsonage was old when I first 
knew it. The paint had long ainoe 
disappeared from the window 
frames, and the bricks in the west' 
end glistened like glass in the eve-" 
ning sun. Snowballs and cinnamon 
roses bloomed under the high deep 
embrasured windowB. The sweet- j 
brief and honeysuckle clambered, 
over the front door. Old-fashion-, 
ed flowers bloomed in the garden; 
walks. The yard was shaded by 
fine old oaika and hickories. A 
sreen rocky lane led up to the gat*-, 
The house stood on the crest oj the. 
slope, open to all the winds, that), 
.blew. The. breeze swept directly 
across from'the mountain, toeloy 
hills crowded the horizon, the town 
nestled at its feet. It was kdown 
as Mount Esperance.” 

I have lingered over the pages 
of this biography with the greater 
enjoyment that I have just trodden 
the paths over which the old^ min¬ 
ister so often rode toieep hia va¬ 
rious engagements; of weddings 
and funeral*, of preachings at- dis-' 
tant points, of visitations of the 
sick, and kindness to the stranger, I 
the book is a simple and touching 
record. Once, when Dr. MoElhen- 
ny had grown old, a few ‘‘adyanoed 
spirits” betrayed some impatience, 
and ventured to express the senti¬ 
ment familiar enough in our ears 
now that “a young man” might do 
better for the church.' Miss Rose 
Fry’s account of this affair is very 
entertaining:’ “The people rose en 
masse, and declared that they 
would have none other in his place 
to rule over them. A congrega¬ 
tional meeting being called to de¬ 
cide the matter, it was no surprise 
that the hills and valleys,' '.-tilt 
mountains and plains gave op long 
strings of home-clad men and sun- 
bonneted women, who. gave n unan¬ 
imous voice in favor of retaining 
their beloved pastor. The pibroch 
stranded and from the Meadows 
and the Richlonda, from Frankford 
and Brushy Ridge, from the Bins 
Sulphur and Fort Spring, from 
the Irish Corner and K 0 hiek i s Val- 

^ y, from Edgar’B Mill and the Cof- 
man Settlement, from Greenbrier 
Bridge and the northern neck of 
the county, they came pouring in. 
The olans'are' coming, some walk¬ 
ing, others on horseback, and yet 
others m wagons and carriages. 
They , ralley. round their chief. The 

stone church infilled to ovurflowing. 
Tbe Moderator put* tbe queetion, 
‘All in fator of sustaining Dr. Mc- 
Elhenny will signify it by holding 
up their right hands.’ The hands 
fly up like a cloud of locusts.” 

Nothing jnore/was heard from 
the minorty,- and the venerable 
pastor finished his course among 
his people with joy and honor. 

Leaving Lewisbarg we had our 
first glimpse of a beautiful West 
Virginia home, when turning from 
the highway our kindest of escorts 
took us to the ample farmstead of 
his kinsmen, where we had been 
invited to dine. -There a sweet, 
matronly woman with Mir daugh¬ 
ters and gracious sons met and 
welcomed ns as though she had 
known us all onr lives long, feast¬ 
ed us on creamed chicken, snowy 
biscuits, delicious fruit and fra¬ 
grant ooffee, and entreated us. most 
hospitable to stay over night. 


Her husband coining from a jour¬ 
ney to a remote corner of hia great 
grazing farm, seconded her invita¬ 
tion, but we felt that we must pa*s 
on, and said good-by regretfully. 
The same sweet, open-handed, 
oppn-hearted hospitality met and 
greeted us everywhere in Pocahon¬ 
tas County.

Bitting together one day in the 
litltle'home under tbe hill, we saw 
aldhfe stile a pair who had come to 
b* married. The man, a tall, slim 
mountaineer, walked beside a horse 
oh which a lady was seated, and 
wbioh also bore a bag of meal. He 
helped the bride to alight, they 
came into the parlor, asked for the 
preacher, the simple oeremony waa 
soon over, and the two departed. 
The woman had already on kef 
faoe the grav*, itsigned, and pa¬ 
tient look -which most women wear 
amid these hills, where life ia not 
easy to ardtnfca. There waa a sim¬ 
ple dignity about the man, altbd 
he trotoCnis hat throughout tbe 
oeftoMMtyi. doffing it only daring 
UgStthiyar.' Jtyhnabila* t plained 
that he was accustomed always' to 
keeping or*Ida hat, and would not 
Maa.iJn.oarn what else to jjo with 
H Jfcan retain it da hia head. 

One day among these scenes 
stands vividly ,ia mind, a long 
drive over the mountains, 3500 feet 
at'times above the sea level, thro 
Pooahontaa ami Bath counties to 
the Virgirua Hot 'Springs. The 
way was enlivened by the conver¬ 
sation of *-friend who kn*# : the 
mountains well, and told a* many 
interesting bits of legend and in¬ 
cident, pointing out to na the 
haunts of those mysterious people, 
the sang-diggers, who are pot un- 
Hke gypsies in their queer outdoor 
life. But the dory of the hilla, 
rising fortress-like against tbe sky, 
clothed with trees in their bright¬ 
est colors, the grassy plains, the 
nestling vales, needs an artist’s 
brush, not a ooid pen, to describe. 
We forded creeks and- rivws, we. 
saw a mail carrier piayhfng'thro 
one deep ford on horseback, bis 
saddle-bags crammed with letters 
and papers; we passed and saluted 
families on horseback, sometimes 
the mother and two children on 
one 'hone; a barefooted hoy beg¬ 
ged a seat in onr- carriage that he 
thus might be aided over hi* mile's 
walk to school; we stopped for din¬ 
ner at an inn, which, before the 
war, was a statelv mansion, where 
old Virginia traditions of gayety 
and hospitality abide, and an hour 
before dusk we reaohed tbe Hot 
Springe, of which \ will write at 
another time.
